however, the Court of Appeals 
overturned that injunction last 
October.

February 22 Election Features Republican 
Presidential Primary, Charter Proposals 


Romulus City Clerk Linda Choate 
and Elections Clerk Rendell Wooden 
would like to remind voters that the 
election set for Tuesday, February 22, 
will feature five City Charter-revision 
proposals as well as the Republican 
Presidential Primary ballot. Among those 
City officials who support the Charter 
revisions is Mayor William M. Oakley. 

"Proposals 1 through 4 will update 
our City Charter by adjusting spending 
limits to coincide with the inflation that 
has occurred in the last 30 years. Pro- 
posal 5 is important because it asks 
suppliers to guarantee performance in- 
stead of just the availability of a prod- 
uct," Oakley wrote in a letter that was 
paid for by the Oakley for Mayor Com- 
mittee and distributed to the City's ab- 
sentee voters. "As an original drafter of 
/ of Romulus Charter, | am ask- 
ing y your ect ort in passage of these 
important proposals. | know each will 
serve to help us in delivering the most 
responsive and efficient service pos- 
sible to our residents.” 

Voters who wish to cast their ballot 
for Bill Bradley or Al Gore should do so 
in the March 11 Democratic Caucus, 
according to Mark Brewer, Chair of the 
Michigan Democratic Party. 

"Because the Democratic Party will 
choose its presidential candidates based 
on the votes castin the March 11 Demo- 
cratic Caucus, Gore and Bradley will 
not appear on the February 22 primary 
ballot," said Brewer. "The only name on 
the Democratic portion of that ballot will 
be Lyndon LaRouche, who is not recog- 
nized as a Democrat by either the Na- 
tional or State Democratic Party."

State Surplus: How Should We Spend It?

Ever wonder what you would do if 
you had a whole lot of extra money in 
your bank account? That's the situation 
in which we in State government find 
ourselves. 
After a recent review by fiscal ana- 
lysts and State budget experts, it was 
announced that the State will have a 
budget surplus of about $1.4 billion. As 
you might expect, the battle over how to 
spend this money is already in full swing, 
and | agree that there are plenty of 
opportunities and causes worthy of it. 
However, House Democrats strongly 
believe that there are two very signifi- 
cant issues which demand our atten- 
tion: education andhealth care for Michi- 
gan's families. In the past, we have 
neglected our financial obligations to 
these areas. We must seize the oppor- 
tunity to pay the bills we owe and invest 
in the future. 
Specifically, we should take the $1- 
billion surplus in the school-aid fund 
and distribute it as follows. 
¢ Spend $200 million to begin a State- 
wide reduction of class sizes to 17 
Students per classroom in grades 
kindergarten through three. Class- 
size reduction would be phased in, 
beginning with school districts and 
public-school academies where 
more than 50% of the students are 
considered “at risk." 

¢ Pay $300 million owed by the State 
to local school districts for the cost of 
State-mandated special-education 
programs. These are costs that 
school districts have been forced to 
meet by cutting academic and ath- 
letic programs. They were the basis 
of two lawsuits — Durantand Durant 
// — in which courts ruled that the 
State had failed to meet its respon- 
sibilities to provide funding for spe- 
cial education. 

¢ Invest $30 million to expand "school 


readiness" pre-kindergarten pro- 


grams which help four-year-olds get 
a jump-start toward future success 
in school. 

¢ Provide $25 million to allow every 
school district to hire a Parent In- 
volvement Advocate to reach out 
and get parents more involved in 
their children's education. 

¢ Provide $60 million to expand train- 
ing for Michigan's teachers, improv- 
ing their skills and reinforcing the 
ability to deliver quality education in 
the classroom. 

We also support investing a $405-mil- 

lion surplus in the State's general fund 

for the following purposes. 


¢ Reimburse $150 million owed by the 


State to community hospitals and . 


other health providers, some of which 
have been forced to reduce services 
or close altogether. These dollars 
will be matched by Federal funds, 
bringing the total investment to at 
least $300 million. 

¢ Invest $150 million in improving the 
quality of care in Michigan's nursing 
homes, in part by helping operators 
raise wages to keep quality staff, 
and improve in-home and commu- 
nity-based services for the elderly. 

¢ Invest $50 million to double the 
State's commitment to prescription- 
drug assistance for senior citizens. 

We are enjoying record prosperity; 
there is no doubt about that. But this is 
an opportunity we cannot affordto miss. 
By investing wisely in education and 
health care, we will keep our economy 
strong and make the future secure for 
our families.

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Museum Is Perfect Place To 
Celebrate Black History Month 


A visit to the Charles H. Wright 
Museum of African American History to 
see its latest exhibit — Clear Story: The 
Stained Glass Art of Mr. Samuel Hodge 
— is a wonderful way to celebrate Black 
History Month in February. The new 
exhibition, which opened January 29 
and will continue through April 23, show- 
cases nearly 40 representations of Afri- 
can American history and culture cap- 
tured in exhilaratingly colorful stained- 
glass folk art. 

The term "clear story" refers to the 
section of a Gothic building above the 
buttresses which allows an unobstructed 
view of the stained-glass windows. As 
inthe medieval church structures, where 
biblical stories are iridescently depicted 
in the stained-glass windows, Hodge's 
stained-glass creations narrate various 
scenes from African American culture 
and history. 

A salient feature of Hodge's art is 
his three-dimensional approach in con- 
structing his stained-glass windows, 
which can sometimes be displayed free- 
standing or hanging on a wall instead of 
in front of a light source. He also uses 
materials other than glass in his de- 
signs, integrating photographs, fabric, 
and beads. 

Many of Hodge's works are a trib- 
ute to the accomplishments of African 
Americans in the fields of music, dance, 
sports, and civil rights. This exhibition is 
divided into four major categories: Musi- 


cians; Dance and Dancer, Message ~ 


and Messenger; Sports All-stars; and 
Advocates for Freedom. 

Hodge discovered his interest in art 
in 1958, when he was an electronics 
electrician in the Air Force and sta- 
tioned in Okinawa. He wanted a case 
for his slide rule and decided to learn

how to make one by taking a leather 
class. He found that he enjoyed and 
had a talent for the design process so 
he began making burlap and yarn tufted 
rugs. Hodge started working with stained 
glass in 1988 after one of his students 
overheardhim admiring a"sun-catcher’ 
and musing that he wished he could 
make one. The student later surprised 
him with a gift of tools and lessons. 
From there, Hodge developed his own 
techniques in working with stained glass. 
Born in Cornwall, New York, Hodge 
served in the Air Force, then became a 
social worker, teacher, and school di- 
rector. While teaching emotionally dis- 
turbedchildren, he used leather and rug 
crafting as a motivational learning tool. 
Later, he became an associate profes- 
sor of sociology and psychology at Duch- 
ess Community College in Poughkeep- 
sie, New York, from which he retired 
after 25 years. Although officially “re- 
tired," Hodge has, in reality, justswitched 
careers. Besides designing an ever- 
growing collection of works, he also 
exhibits around the Country and con- 
ducts classes in the art of stained glass. 
He and his wife, Dottie, also an artist, 
live in Spartenburg, South Carolina. 
The Charles H. Wright Museum of 
African American History is located at 
315 East Warren Avenue in Detroit's 
Cultural Center. Admission is $5 for 
adults and $3 for children ages five 
through seventeen; children under five 
are admitted free. The Museum is open 
Tuesday through Sunday from 9:30 a.m.

(mushrooms, carrots, celery, etc.) 
2 cups frozen, chopped broccoli 

(one 10-ounce package), thawed 

and drained 

2 cups frozen cauliflower florets 
(one 10-ounce package), thawed 
and drained 

4 packets low-sodium, instant chicken 
broth mix 

4 cups skim milk 

1'/2 ounces potato flakes 

5'/2 ounces reduced-calorie American 
cheese, cut into strips 

'/2 teaspoon salt 

'/. teaspoon pepper 

Imitation bacon bits (optional) 

In medium saucepan, combine rice 
with two cups water; bring to a boil. 
Reduce heat, cover tightly, and cook 
until tender and water is absorbed, about 
45 minutes.

NOTICE OF INFORMAL HEARING 
HAZARDOUS WASTE SITE REVIEW BOARD 


Michigan's Hazardous Waste Site Review Board (SRB) hereby gives notice that an 
informal hearing will be held on Thursday, February 24, 2000, to evaluate the proposed 
Environmental Disposal Systems, Inc. (EDS) hazardous waste management facility. 


EDS submitted an application to the Department of Environmental Quality (DEQ) for a 
permit to construct a hazardous waste storage and treatment facility at 28470 Citrin 
Drive in Romulus, Michigan. The application was submitted to satisfy the requirements 
under Part 111, Hazardous Waste Management, of the Natural Resources and 
Environmental Protection Act, 1994 PA 451, as amended (Act 451). 


The proposed facility would accept liquid hazardous waste from off-site generators for 
disposal in deep injection wells. Prior to disposal in the deep injection wells, the wastes 
would be stored in tanks and containers and treated in tanks. The site for the proposed 
facility is approximately 15 acres in size and is shown on the map below: 
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The Part 111 of Act 451 construction permit application is for the storage and treatment 
of hazardous wastes prior to disposal in the deep injection wells. The deep injection 
wells have already been permitted under the federal Underground Injection Control 
Program and under Part 625, Mineral Wells, of Act 451; they are not subject to the 

Part 111 of Act 451 construction permit requirements. 


The DEQ completed its review of the application and referred it to the SRB for 
consideration in August 1999. The SRB must evaluate the potential impact that the 
proposed facility could have on the environment and on the local community. After 
completing its review, the SRB must recommend whether the DEQ should issue or deny 
the construction permit. 


The SRB held a public hearing to receive comments on the proposal, and it is now 
evaluating those comments and the proposal at a series of informal 


hearings. The SRB will discuss the proposal during the informal hearings, and will call 
upon local officials, EDS, the DEQ, and others for additional testimony on disputed 
issues. In addition, the SRB may devote a limited portion of each informal hearing to 
public comments.

9650 South Wayne Road, Romulus, Michigan, from 7:00 p.m. to 10:00 p.m. Persons 
with disabilities needing accommodations for effective participation in this hearing should 
contact Mr, Steve Sliver at the address below, or at 517-373-1976, at least a week in 
advance of the hearing to request mobility, visual, hearing, or other assistance.
